Francis Joseph,
and king of llungary
diedl, ascended the throne in the year
1848 and hod unlimited
control of those from
that time. When he assumed the
title of emperor Ausiria was closely
allied with Prussia in the confedera-
tion of German Bismarck,
however, was craflty enough to force
out of the confederation and
Austria's influence Ger-
many. HMaly succeeded in taking
away from Austria the rich district
of Venetia, The Magvars in Hungary
foroced him to give that country a
separate government and at one lime
e agreed to establizh third gov-
ernment in Bohemia. Later
granted to Austric a constitution and
o perliament but failed to establish
g strong central government for hoth
Austric and Hungary.

Ag Praneis Joseph was ambitious to
make Austria a world power and an
autocracy, the losgses of territory, es-
tahlishing of weak wgovernmént and
the granting of constitutions were all
fallures for him and hizg purposes,
Ills long reign oannot be ecalled o
suecessful one.

Fis successor, Emperor Charles 1,
will ecall parliament in session at an
early date and the people are re-
Jolced at the prospect of having more
voica in their government. This
pleasing and ne doubt [forecasts
Ereater success of popular govern-
ment. But the new emperor, like
many others during the great sirug-
gles toward democracy during the
twentieth century, may <hange his
mind and policy ;and if he grants
reforms at all do it when forced by
the people. He wecertainly will have
the task of forming a central govern-
ment strong enough to control Ifun-
gary or the world will soon seec o di-
vislon of the <ual empire. If there
should he a division it is probable
Hungary would he subjected to Rus-
sia and Austria to Germany. In that
case the new emperor would have no
emplre 1o rule and Austria-TIungary
would become history like the once
famous Poland. The ountlook is not
bright and the new emperor must|
have command of the best ability of
his realm If he ia to maintain a throne
on which he can sit,

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Labor Is Property.

The American Federatlon of Labor,
as previously recorded in these col-
umnsg, has recommended to all its
members that they defy any ruling of
the couris of the land that labor Is
property. The assumption of the
leaders of this organization that la.
bor is mno} property seems incorrect
and & most dangerous position for
labor itself,

Webster defines property as “The
exclusive right te possess, enjoy, and

dispoze of, a thing; ownership;

- . . . * - . ™ "

anvthing, or those things collectively
ia or to which & man has a right
protected by law.”

It would seam to us that labor
eannot be deflued ans anything else
than an exclusive right to possess, en-
joy, and to dilspose of. It certainly
can be nothing le=s than this and life
or liberty is nothing mors than this,
It Is property.

It cannot be treated as anything
different than property in these re-
spects: It cannot be foraed upon any-
one at & nrice he is unwilling to pay
for it,, it cannot be taken from ils
possessor any more than gowods or
chattels can, but can be taken for
publiq ns=e for a proper compensation,
& contract for it Is valld and cannot
be evaded.

Laber <cam .ilk afferd to attempt to
make a man's {abor anything except
a thing “to which a man has a right
protegted by law.” If it does it de-
prives itself of the safest guaranty the
individual possesses under our law and
cons=titytion. -

The committes on franchises of the
National Municipunl league offers 4
good suggestion for handling indus-
trial disputes in the following:—

The committee does not favor the
principle of fixing wages and hours
of labor in specific cases by leglzsian-
tive act without investigation. l.eg-
izlation, Hke franchise contracts,
should concern itself primarily with
the establishment of general prinei-
ples and the c¢reantion of means for
the amicable settlement of specific
disputes as they arise. The commit-
tee feels some doubt as to the particu-
lar character of the tribunal upon
which should be conferrad the author-
ity to settle these dispules, hut In
view of the control alresady exercised
by the publie serviece commissions over
rates, o matter that is vitally con-
nected with the prohlem of wages,
hours and conditiona of labor, it
reaches the conclusion that experi-
mentally the far-reaching powers nec-
essary to enforea the demands of the
publie for continuity of service by the
prevention of strikes should he con-
ferred upon these regulatory commis-
s1ons.

On the question, “Shonld the pres-
ent dual system of regulating rail-
roads engaged in Interstate or foreign
commerce, federal and state, 'be sup-
planted by a general federal control,
leaving to the states only ecertain
matters of local self-government to
determined after due considera-
tion?" 724 members of the Boston
Chamber of Commerce voted yes and
54 no. On the guestion, “Should rail-
ronds engaged in interstate commerce
operate under single federal charters
instead of the present state charters?”
733 voted yes and 43 no. These men
are keen, successiul, business men and
their verdict is an important one, 1t
looks more and more as though Ver-
mont might get along with a much
less expensive public service commls-
sion than it now maintains.

The Republican eampaign in Ver-
mont was well managed and the state
committee needs to make no apology.
